Tho admissions from the Police Forse to 
Hospital show the slight increase of nine in 
1885 as compared with the admissions in 
1884, For tho last five yoars the Gumbor 
of admissions to Hospital have been as ful- 
lows :—-18B1, 498 51882, 640 ; 1883, 699 ; 
1884, 486; and 1885, 405; so that the 
improvemont in the health of the whole 
Force taken as,s total, when the atrength 
of the different years is taken into consi- 
deration, still continues, The average 
atrangth of the Force in the last five yoara 
has been as follows :—1881, 624; 1882, 
. 582; 1883, 658; 1884, 666; and 1886, 
674. : : 


‘There were nine deaths in the Force this 
Eurwpeans, one Indian and 
five Chineso. Two Europeans died in 
Hospital, one from cellulitia and one from 
heat apoplexy. Tho other died in his own 
quarters from apoplexy. Tho Indian died 
while in India on leave. ,Of the Chineso, 
thres died in Hospital, ono of these of 
cholera, the rest away in China on loave. 

The Central District Stations, as usual, 
show up worst, but. this yoar worse than 
ever in the European portion of the Furce, 
for while the Indian and Chinoso sections 
in this district show a dooroase respectively 
of 14 and 7 admissions, the. European sec- 
tion shows an increwse of 36. Tho admiz-- 
sions from this portion of the Force in this 
‘istrict in18d4 were 41, ‘wherosa in 1885 
they numbered 77, 

Whitfaild Station still holds its own as 
the worst of the outstations, sending on the 
worst typo of malarial fover casea, and this 
is entirely due to tho geoat amount of earth- 
cutting in virgin soil going on in the neigh- 
hourhood. :
